REFLECTIONS 


Meeting  the  demands  of  a  full-time 
job  and  attending  school  is  not  a  simple 
task.  Sudden  awareness  of  wanting 
something  more  than  what  I  already 
had,  I  decided  to  re-enter  college.  Al- 
though naive  to  the  necessary  time  and 
dedication  needed  to  apply  myself  I  sat 
in  my  first  class  entitled  ''Introduction 
to  Computers''  with  Professor  Debbie 
Freedman.  Little  did  I  know  my  social 
life  would  decrease,  while  I  took  on  the 
challenges  presented  to  me  by  Saint  Jo- 
seph's College.  The  thought  of  not  com- 
pleting this  new  task  was  quickly  erased 
from  my  mind.  Thanks  to  Dr.  Gloria 
Gasper  (a  profound  professor  at  St.  Jo- 
seph's), I  felt  that  my  psychology  of  ag- 
ing was  a  delayed  process,  but  now 
know  I  was  right  on  time.

I  was  amazed,  after  previously 
being  taught  to  accept  and  believe  what 
was  written  in  black  and  white.  So  con- 
tradicting to  a  world  I  once  knew  and 
had  been  a  part  of  As  I  sat  in  class- 
rooms filled  with  students  from  various 
cultures  discussing  the  ''isms"  that  had 
influenced  my  life,  I  knew  my  process 
of  education  at  Saint  Joseph's  College 
was  now  my  ammunition:  and  with 
proper  usage,  it  could  also  convert  into 
a  shield.
